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Israeli

Fire Marsha/ Issues Report . . . 
Severe/ Penal Complex 
Buildings Need Changes

A state fire, marshal's report 


issued Thursday said the State 
Penitentiary's administration 
building and east and west 
cellblocks have "outlived their' 
usefulness" and should be 
replaced. 


The report cited numerous 


s t r u c t u r a l , 
wiring and 


mechanical 
improvements 


which will have to be made or in 
progress at both the penitentiary 
and the Men's Reformatory by 
Sept. 1. 


State Fire Marshal Joe Pluta 


said in an interview he will have 
no choice but to close certain 
buildings at both institutions if 
the improvements are not made. 


Pluta said talks with Warden 


Charles Wolff Jr. indicate the 
work will be done 


The inspections 
were 


requested by Lincoln Sen. 
Roland Luedtke, chairman of 
the Legislature's Judiciary Com- 
mittee, after efforts to ap- 
propriate construction funds for 


the penal complex failed during 
the past legislative session. Two 
inspectors, including Chief 
Deputy Fire Marshal Paul 
Theiri, made the inspections 
May 9. 


Luedtke has indicated he 


hopes the safety and health in- 
spections he requested will force 
the penal complex issue to a 
head, possibly in court. 


Pluta said there is presently 


no danger of any walls falling, 
but he said major repairs are 
needed. He was unable to give 
any cost estimates, the correc- 
tions officials contacted had not 
received the report. 


The report said the east and 


west cell blocks are "in very 
dangerous and severely hazar- 
dous condition due to old wiring, 
extension cords and seriously 
overloaded (circuits)... as such 
(it) is especially subject to fire 
and injury to inmates. 


"In fact, fans /were noted 


blowing on one large panel (oi 
wiring) in an attempt to keep it 
cool."

Safety Panel To Ban 
Firecrackers June 17 


Washington (UPI) — The Con- 


sumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion Thursday announced that 
its ban on.firecrackers and its 
tougher rules for the manufac- 
ture of all other fireworks will 
take effect on June 17. 


The commission said that all 


fireworks except for firecrackers 
could be sold until June 17 but 
after that would be subject to 
the new regulations. 


The new ban outlaws all 


firecrackers. 


It remained to be seen 


whether all varieties of 
fireworks will be able to meet 
the new safety rules and thus re- 
main on the market. 


The new regulations for 


fireworks cover such safety 
measures as the thickness of the 
paper wall around the charges, 
the length of fuses and the 
speed with which the fuse burns. 


Civic fireworks displays staged 


by commercial organizations are 
not affected by the ban. 


some unexplained reason the 
fire alarm system in the Peniten- 
tiary was turned off and the heat 
detectors which set off fire 
alarms were painted over. 


"We don't know why this 


was," Pluta said. 


Other deficiencies included 


leaking ceilings in the guards' 
dormitory, a lack of fire 
extinguishers, drapes and 
carpets which may not be fire 
retardant and blocked fire doors. 


Thein wrote: "It is the opinion 


of this inspector that the main 
administration building and the 
east and west cellblocks have 
outlived their usefulness and 
should be replaced. 


"If kept in use, they shall be 


repaired to at least meet the 
minimum life safety rules... for 
the protection of inmates." 
'•i'jAt the Reformatory, the in- 
spectors found similar defects, 
particularly "bad housekeeping" 
which Pluta said included ac- 
cumulated rubbish which had 
not been disposed of. The fire 
detectors there were also 
painted over, and firewalls are 
needed in several buildings. 


"It is the opinion of this in- 


spector that because of 
age, 


neglect and in some places 
severe deterioration in the 
masonry walls of the administra- 
tion building and the dormitory 
(they . . . should be replaced or 
. . . repar(ed)," Thein said. 


Pluta said the penal complex 


was inspected in January, 1973 
and rechecked in January, 1974. 
Many of the deficiencies cited in 
the latest report were not men- 
tioned in the prior reports, he 
acknowledged. 


Asked why that is, Pluta said, 


"I don't know. Some of it may 
have materialized since then. 
Some may have been missed."

She's Ready To Roar 


Casselberry, Fla. (UPI) - The wife 


of-a Casselberry city commissioner, 
who described herself as a "stuffed 
and lazy lion" before she had her 
mouth wired shut a month ago, says 
she's now hungry enough "to go run- 
ning and roaring." 


Mrs. Bobbye Zacco, a mother of 


four who weighed 206 when she was 
.wired April 16, said Thursday she has 
already lost 22 pounds and will keep 
her mouth shut until she drops 
another 30. 


"I feel so alert and alive," said Mrs. 


Zacco, who taught herself to speak 
clearly through clenched teeth. "I 
can't play tennis as long as before 
without getting tired, but otherwise 
it's the difference between a stuffed 


and lazy lion — as I used to be — and 
one that's hungry enough to go run- 
ning and roaring." 


Mrs. Zacco decided to get her jaws 


wired after reading about an English 
woman who tried it successfully as a 
last-ditch effort to lose weight. 


"I went to my children's orthodon- 


tist and he agreed to do it if I'd get a 
statement from my doctor that I was 
in good health," she said. "I had asked 
my husband if he would object. He 
said 'go ahead,' but I knew he hadn't 
been listening. So I had it done 
without telling him or the kids. His 
secretary leaked the news. Afterward 
he took one look at me and began to 
laugh." 


Rodino Refuses To Open Hearings To Public 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Nixon 


asked Thursday that the House impeachment 
hearings be opened to the public immediately, 
but Judiciary Chairman Peter J. Rodino, D- 
N.J., refused. 


The White House request followed the dis- 


closure by committee sources that the Presi- 
dent had once discussed economic retaliation 
against the Washington Post and a Democratic 
Party attorney. 


Rodino said the hearings would be opened 


as soon as possible, but would remain closed 
at least through next week. 


The President's threat to cause "damnable, 


damnable problems" for the Post was edited 
out of the transcripts given to the committee 
and made public. But news of the omission 
broke after panel members heard in a closed 
session Wednesday the original tape of a Sept. 
15. 1972. meeting between Nixon. H.R. 
Haldeman and John W. Dean HI. 


Published reports on the matter prompted 


the President according to his chief attorney, 
to "respectfully request that all further 
proceedings . . . be conducted in open session 
so that the American people can be fully in- 


formed with regard to all the evidence 
presented." 


That was the language of a letter forward to 


Rodino by White House counsel James D. St. 
Clair. 


"The experience of the three executive 


sessions to date," the letter continued, 
"demonstrates quite clearly that there is no 
hope that the committee's rules of confiden- 
tiality will be observed." 


Rodino replied that "We have been conduc- 


ting our hearings in a fair and responsible 
manner. I am not yet ready to concede the 
members cannot act responsibly." 


St. Clair asked also that the record of closed 


sessions to date be released to the public. 
"The selective leaking of information." be 
wrote, "is prejudicing the basic right of the 
President to an impartial inquiry." 


The demand drew immediate support from 


several committee members. Rodino's deci- 
sion came several hours later. 


In other major developments Thursday: 
—Former Atty. Gen. Richard G. Hein- 


dienst pleaded guilty to refusing to answer 
Senate questions about the FIT case. His con- 


viction carries at least a one month jail 
sentence and a minimum $100 fine, although. 
the sentence can be suspended. Kleindienst, 
the second cabinet officer in history to be con- 
victed of a criminal offense, remains free 
while U.S. District Judge George L. Hart Jr. 
considers the sentence. 


—Presidential chief of staff Alexander M. 


Haig Jr. was said to have told the Senate 
Watergate Committee that now-Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon had discussed 
with the White House an IRS probe of a cam- 
paign contribution from Howard Hughes. 
Sources said that Haig, whose testimony came 
Wednesday, told the panel the Simon dis- 
cussions occurred a year ago, when he was a 
lesser official at treasury. Simon refused to 
comment on the report. 


—Conservative columnist James J. 


Kilpatrick wrote that Nixon had told him in a 
interview Tuesday he had given "long 
thought" to resigning but had put the idea out 
of his mind. Nixon said also that he will 
"accept the verdict in good grace" should the 
House vote to bring him to trial before the 
Senate. 


SUN Project To Gef $75,000 


The National Endowment for the 


Humanities <NEH) announced in 
Washington Thursday that it has ap- 
proved a $75.000 grant to the SUN 
<State University of Nebraska) Project 
to plan a course on the cultural history 
of the Great Rains. 


SUN, the open learning project of 


the University of Nebraska, will 
provide postsecondary educational op- 
portunities to Nebraskans who cannot 
leave their home or employment 
responsibilities to attend traditional 
campuses. 


With the NEH grant, SUN during 


the next four months wffl complete 
the planning for the course to Great 
Plains history and prepare the first 
three lessons for final prodBdkm. 


A variety of media, inducting televi- 


sion, newspapers, printed references 
and other materials, wflJ be employed 
in toe coarse. 


Robert N. Manley, who has agreed 


to serve as the resident content con- 
sultant to plan the course, said that 


during the next few weeks SUN will 
"be drawing upon some of the leading 
scholars in the field of Great Plains 
studies to be involved in the planning. 


"IH be coordinating their ideas for 


the course outline, the MmcUiie and 
the content" to produce a plan for "an 
innovative course hi Great Plains 
culture," said Manley. 


Although the exact topics to be 


covered in the course have not been 
finalized, discussions have centered on 
such themes as the exploration, settle- 
ment and development of the Great 
Plains and the importance of those 
events for the region and the nation. 


Folk music and art, literature, 


architecture, agriculture and govern- 
ment are topics to be examined, and 
the expertise of historians, 
sociologists, archaelogists, 
geographers, economists, fofttorists, 
art historians awl specialists in Great 
Plains uteratore wifl be required.

Toll Is High 
In Lebanon 


. By The Associated Press 
Israeli jets launched revenge 


strikes at Palestinian centers in- 
side Lebanon with bombs, 
rockets and strafing runs 
Thursday. Reports indicated a 
high casualty toll and heavy 
damage. 


Lebanese television reported 


27 dead, 138 wounded and 20 
others missing in seven separate 
attacks throughout southern 
Lebanon. An Israeli spokesman 
in Tel Aviv said civilian deaths 
could not be ruled out since the 
targets were near refugee 
camps. 


Israeli chief of staff Lt. Gen. 


Mordechai Gur confirmed that 
the raids were in retautation for 
the Arab terrorist attack on 
Maalot in northern Israel on 
Wednesday which left 20 
children dead. "You can see it 
(the attack in Lebanon) as 
retaliation," Gur declared at a 
news conference. 


In Beirut, Palestinian guerrilla 


leaders threatened "violent reac- 
tion" to the Israeli air raids. 
They charged schools and 
hospitals were targets and 
"direct hits" caused "heavy 
losses" among civilians at six 
camps 


Thirty-six planes struck in 


Israel's afternoon raids at four 
Palestinian refugee camps and 
three border villages. Then eight 
other planes went out at dusk to 
hit a refugee camp and a road 
near the Israeli border, the 
Lebanese defense ministry said. 


The Israelis said their targets 


were Arab guerrilla bases, but 
bombs and rockets hit some 
areas occupied solely by 
Lebanese as well. 


Associated Press correspon- 


dent Holger Jensen reported 
from the Lebanese port city of 
Sidon that a low-income housing 
project near there was heavily 
damaged by waves of Israeli F4 
Phantom jets. An Arab guerrilla 
at the scene said as many as 300 
'persons may have been killed or 
wounded in the complex. 


A doctor at a hospital in Sidon 


said 50 casualties were brought 
in there and 11 of the victims 
were dead on arrival. "Many 
other casualties were taken to 
another hospital in the city, but I 
don't know how many." the doc- 
tor said. 


In Cairo. Egyptian Foreign 


Minister Ismail Fahmy warned 
that Arab states could not stand 
idly by in the face of "Israeli acts 
of agression." 


And in Washington, the White 


House said of the Arab attack on 


Maalot and the Israeli 
retaliatory strikes: "Continuing 
cycles of violence of this sort can 
only obstruct the achievement of 
a peaceful settlement of the Mid- 
dle East." 


Despite the Israeli air strikes 


into Lebanon, Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger 
flew as 


scheduled 
to Damascus 


Thursday and held long dis- 
cussions with Syrian President 
Hafez Assad in a continuing ef- 
fort to being about a troop dis- 
engagement along the Israeli- 
Syrian front. 


Kissinger admitted earlier to 


newsmen that the Maalot attack 
"at a minimum. . .will cause 
some delay" in the negotiations. 
On the flight from Tel Aviv to 
Damascus senior U.S. officials 
did not brief newsmen as had 
been customary in previous trips 
between the two capitals. 


The Israeli state radio an- 


nounced a government call for a 
10-day suspension in the 
Kissinger talks, but there was no 
official confirmation of the radio 
report. 


In his report on the Israeli raid 


near Sidon, Jensen said one of 
the three-story apartment 
houses in the housing complex 
was demolished and that entire 
walls and all the windows of 
others were blown out. Bomb 
craters 20 feet deep could be 
seen all around the area. 


The main target of the Israeli 


attack in the Sidon area was the 
Ein el Helweh refugee camp, 
largest in Lebanon, Jensen said. 


Guerrillas there said scores of 


children were buried in rubble in 
the camp and that many more 
casualties were coming in from 
the Lebanese-populated housing 
complex. 


Ambulances sped down the 


coast highway into Sidon packed 
with casualties on blood- 
spattered stretchers. Armed 
Palestinian guerrillas patroled 
the devastated areas. Jensen 
reported. 


Funerals for the teen-age vic- 


tims began in northern Israel 
just as word was given to the na- 
tion that the air strikes were 
carried out. 


In Beirut, the leader of the 


guerrilla group that claimed 
responsibility for the Maalot at- 
tack, which left a total of 28 per- 
sons dead and another 70 
wounded, said the organization 
would "struggle against . . 
Kissinger's peace mission until 
the end." He accused the 
secretary of serving only Israeli 
and U.S. interests in the Middle 
East.

Senate Adopts Busing Compromise 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate settled Its bitter school 
busing controversy Thursday by 
voting new standards designed 
to limit court busing orders but 
allowing judges to issue such 
orders as they see fit. 


The compromise finally 


adopted, 47 to 48, was offered by 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott 
Joined by Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield. 


Its key provision states that 


the new limitations in the bill 


are' not intended to limit the 
power of the courts to order 
busing if this is necessary to en- 
force the equal rights 
amendments of the Constitution.

40 miles west of Minneapolis, by 


a lone abductor Tuesday after- 
noon, authorities said.

Grand Jury Indicts 4 Men For 13 Killings 


San Francisco (UPI) — A 


grand jury Thursday indicted 
four young black men for 
murder and assault in the ran- 
dom "zebra" killings of whites 


that left at least 13 victims dead 
and the city terrorized for five 
months. 


Those indicted were Manuel 


Moore, 29; J. C. Simon, 29, and 
Larry C. Green, 22, all Black 


Muslims, arrested in a massive 
police dragnet May 1, and Jessie 
Cooks, already serving a prison 
term on another murder charge. 
All are from San Francisco.

Schmidt said the nine-nation 


European Common Market was 
in "one of the worst crises it has 
ever experienced" because of 
the skyrocketing price of oil and 
other raw materials, and 
worldwide inflation. 


"A lot will depend on how the 


French president who is elected 
this Sunday considers the 
problem," he said. Schmidt has 
a good personel relationship 
with one of the two candidates, 
former Finance Minister Valery 
Giscard E'Estaing 


Schmidt won a solid majority 


of 267 of the 492 deputies present 
and voting in the Bundestag in 
the election The government 
coalition parties, Schmidt's 
Social Democrats and Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher's Free 
Democrats, had 271 seats.

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Labor Unrest Sweeps Portugal 
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Lisbon — Portugal's new civilian 


government came into office 
Thursday under close military supervi- 
sion and faced the immediate 
challenge of sweeping labor unrest 
throughout the country. 


Constitutional decrees published 


Thursday morning laid out the struc- 
ture and program to be followed 
during the second phase of a 
democratic revolution that began with 
the military coup that toppled the 
country's dictatorship April 25 


But the timetable laid out for 


organizing democratic institutions in 
Portugal and her overseas territories 
within the next year was being 
threatened by the rebellious mood of 
hundreds of thousands of industrial 
workers eager to improve their 


economic lot and throw over all the 
old forms of authority. 


Ignoring a plea for order by Presi- 


dent Antonio de Spinola, 8.500 
workers of Lisbon's biggest shipyard, 
Lisnav, occupied the sprawling plant 
along the Tagus River Wednesday 
night with demands for a doubling of 
wages and for worker control 


It was a revolutionary scene, with 


banners proclaiming "We want to own 
our country" and "Down with the 
useless lackeys. Up with the workers." 


Hammer-and-sickle designs were 


sprayed over executive elevators 
leading to offices where Portugal's 
biggest industrial and commercial 
combine, the Companhia Uniao 
Fabnl, had held sway. 


Hundreds of thousands of textile 


workers threatened to stop work if 
wages were not doubled and changes 


management 
Plants belonging to Firestone, Inter- 


national Telephone and Telegraph and 
Timex were struck and occupied by 
workers demanding big wage raises as 
well as the replacement of at least 
part of the old management accused 
of complicity with the "fascists" of 
the old regime. 


Despite 
warnings against 


"minirevolutions" and anarchy, the 
revolutionary mood has spread, posing 
a threat to the economy and creating 
the danger of sharp reaction from the 
military men who began the revolu- 
tion but who appeared to be alarmed 
at the prospect that it might turn into 
chaos. 


The constitutional decrees made it 


clear that the military is still in com- 
mand depsite the appointment of 14 
civilian ministers and more than a 
score of deputy ministers. 


Spinola is in top command. Gen. 


Francisco da Costa Gomes, chief of 
the joint defense staff, was given 
equal status with the new premier, 
Adeline da Palma Carlos, and the 
armed forces was kept apart from 
government control under Article 19 
which stated "the structure of the 
armed forces is totally independent 
from the structure of the 
government." 


The Junta of National Salvation, a 


seven-man group headed by Gen. 
Spinola. remained in office to super- 
vise the execution of the armed forces 
program. The junta was also made 
part of the Council of State along with 
seven of the junior officers who staged 
the coup and seven civilians The 
council will watch over the execution 
of the constitutional decrees as well as 
approve all other government decrees.

Oil Rule Could Force Price Rollback 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal Energy Office Thursday 
issued proposed regulations on 
oil company prices that ad- 
ministrator John C. Sawhill said 
could force significant rollbacks 
of domestic oil and gasoline 
prices 


The regulations, which would 


take effect about July 1, regulate 
the amount of foreign oil 
production costs that can be 
passed through into domestic 
prices. 


Sawhill said at a news con- 


ference there are indications 
that some oil companies have 
passed through higher foreign 
costs than the Federal Energy 
Office feels are justified. 


"The rollbacks may be 


significant," said William N. 
Walker. FEO general counsel. 
But he declined to estimate how 
much they might be. 


Rollbacks could be ordered 


under the proposed regulations 
retroactive to last October, when 


new price regulations went into 
effect. 


Sawhill said the proposed 


regulations define the standards 
that oil companies may use in 
passing through to domestic 
prices the cost 'of purchasing 
petroleum from their foreign af- 
filiates. 


Sawhill said the energy office 


will seek detailed information on 
accounting procedures used by 
the eight or nine major inter- 
national oil companies.

Garvey, 27, of Oakland, 
declared: "Your honor, I don't 
look at the grand jury as a legal 
institution. I will not cooperate 
with the grand jury " 


Saying "this is a government 


of laws, not men," U.S. District 
Court Judge Alfonso Zirpoli said 


the pair would be jailed for the 
remainder of the grand jury's 
term — up to 34 months. 


Halverson and Miss Garvey 


were granted immunity from 
prosecution in their testimony 
before a federal grand jury 
hearing evidence about a $10,690 
SLA bank holdup in which two 
persons were wounded. 


Miss Hearst is wanted as a 


material witness to the April 15 
holdup in which she carried a 
gun. Four other persons are 
wanted for bank robbery.

JAMES 
RESIGN' 
Mansfield Stands, Quiet Rock Of Common Sense 


WASHINGTON - Sen. Mike Mansfield of 


Montana is a reminder that there are still a 
lot of steady decent folk around here 
watching the store. Everybody in 
Washington is not crazy; it just seems that 
way. 


Room S 208 in the Capitol Building, Mike's 


hideaway, is as plain and calm as a country 
lawyer's office. The door is always open. In- 
side, no fancy elegant people or heroic por- 
traits of the majority leader. Some old 
amiable cartoons, and a big picture of Jack 
Kennedy throwing out the first pitch on 
opening day, with Mike in the background, 
as usual. An atmosphere of cheerful and 
relaxed efficiency, coffee perking on the 
shelf and cookies on the table. 


Mike is sad but not pessimistic about the 


present mess in Washington. He thinks it is 
wrong to press the President to resign. But 
he understands why the Republican leader in 
the Senate, Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania, con- 
demned the President's private Watergate 
conversations, and why the Republican 
leader in the House, John Rhodes, suggests 
that resignation has to be considered. That's 
Mike's way: He tries to understand 
everybody's problems. 


But pressuring the President to resign, he 


insists, would be unfair, evade rather than 


resolve the moral and legal issues. Give the 
President not only the presumption of in- 
nocence, he says, but every opportunity to 
have his lawyers in the House and Senate to 
aigue his case, cross-examine witnesses, and 
appear on the floor of the House and Senate, 
if he chooses, to defend himself personally. 


~& 
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Let the system work, says Mike. It is not 


only the President, but the Congress and the 
Constitution that are on trial. But — and 
here he is very tough — let it work all the 
way — not half way. Take the President at 
his word. Give him every conceivable oppor- 
tunity to state his case, all the lawyers he 
wants to challenge the evidence and all the 
time he needs to do so. But, he insists, "Let's 
have the evidence." 


Mansfield has a sense of pity about human 


folly and is very generous about the personal 
aspects of this tragedy — and he sees it not in 
partisan terms. He is beyond all personal 
ambition now, even beyond his own party's 
battles. For example, he not only sees" the 
Watergate and Vietnam in moral terms, but 
also Chappaquiddick and Senator Kennedy, 
and admires Kennedy as a good senator but 


is against him as the presidential nominee of 
his party in 1976. 


So there must be something right about a 


system that puts a decent man like Mansfield 
at the head of a party, and something con- 
soling in the thought that people in the 
House and the Senate, worried about what to 
do in this crisis, come to Room S 208 to talk 
out their anxieties, and seek Mike's quiet 
counsel.

Mansfield, if 1 hear him right, is looking 


beyond the present turmoil in Washington. 
He is afraid that the nation would be deeply 
divided for a long time if President Nixon 
were forced to resign by political or 
newspaper pressure. 


He thinks the whole Watergate scandal 


could have been avoided if the President had 
been open and trusted the system, and had 
wondered about what was right or wrong 
and had said "yes" or "no" at the right time. 
But he is not worrying about the past now. 
He agrees with the President that resigna- 
tion is a bad idea and that the impeachment 
process should go on to the end, but not in 
the way the President means it. The 


Constitution, the courts, the House and 
Senate must decide and nothing else. 


By which Mansfield means: no fiddling, no 


holding back - not just the transcripts but 
the tapes. Open all the way. Full and com- 
plete disclosure, as the President claimed. 
Defense lawyers for the President in the 
Judiciary Committee of the House, and on 
the floor of the House to cross-examine 
witnesses, and in the well of the Senate, if 
the House votes to impeach. 


Put it all to test, he says, and bring the 


people into it all the way. He wants televised 
hearings In the House and Senate. He wants 
not merely the evidence the President wants 
to give, but the best evidence, Including the 
tapes, and if necessary, he wants them 
played, when relevant, in the chambers of 
the 'Congress and on radio and television. 


There are many arguments against this 


procedure, argued in this space before, but 
Mansfield thinks we've had enough secrecy, 
and enough deception. The President has 
asked for a fair trial under the Constitution, 


so let it begin with all the relevant facts out 
plain and clear. 


This simple approach carries great weight 


here, for the importance of Mansfield is that 
his colleagues in both parties, and in both 
houses believe in him. They watch him in S 
208 and on the floor of the Senate, struggling 
to be fair, opposing the President on troops 
in Europe, opposing his own party on many 
issues, arguing for the thing he thinks is 
right, even if this means opposing his own 
party. 


So he has power, even though he doesn't 


want it, maybe because he doesn't want it. 
Others here are jumping to conclusions, 
calling for resignation, shifting and jumping 
around. But Mansfield waits. He is in no 
hurry. He goes on with the business of the 
Senate. He won't even talk about whether he 
has made any preparations for a trial of the 
President. "That's not before us yet," he 
says. 


He may be right or wrong on this 


procedure, but he has the influence of in- 
tegrity, and in the end, that may be what the 
controversy is all about.

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State Tough On Mislabeling 


The unannounced inspections of food 


stores by the weights and measures divi- 
sion of the State Department of Agriculture 
are providing a great service to both the 
Nebraska consumer and the food retail in- 
dustry. 


In seeking to verify complaints that 


some stores have been charging more for 
packages of meat and dairy products than 
the true weight and the price per pound 
requires, State Agriculture Director Glenn 
Kreuscher's inspectors have found gross 
examples of mislabeling in groceries and 
supermarkets in Lincoln, Omaha and 
elsewhere in the state. 


In finding a "pattern" of incorrect 


weight readings on labels of meat, fish and 
cheese products in one Lincoln store, 
Kreuscher has recommended that criminal 
charges be filed. He has deferred for six 
months a decision on whether to seek 
criminal prosecution on similar charges in 
connection with another Lincoln store, 
pending further inspections. Kreuscher has 
also promised to seek legal action against 
some stores in Omaha unless conditions are 
changed. Many of the examples of mis- 
labeled products in which the consumer is 
overcharged because the package is un- 
derweight, a m o u n t to flagrant 


carelessness at the very least. 


Kreuscher has estimated that the 


overcharges to consumers amount to 
several hundred thousand dollars. And he 
notes, on the other hand, that stores un- 
dercharging because a package actually 
weighs more than is on the label has 
amounted to a considerable loss to 
retailers, although those losses have been 
much less than the overcharges to con- 
sumers. 


The ag department crackdown will 


work to correct both situations. Criminal 
prosecution or the threat of it and con- 
tinued inspections should prevent 
"patterns" of grossly inaccurate weight 
readings. The department is also taking the 
constructive action of testing weighing 
equipment in stores for accuracy and in- 
structing store personnel in proper scale 
technique. 


The active inspection program can't 


help but result in more accurate weighing 
and pricing for the overall benefit of the 
retailer as well as the consumer. If the 
program works to that end, it will, after 
this period in which mislabeled products 
have been discovered, help to restore con- 
sumers' confidence in the food 
businessmen they deal with. 


Overwhelming Ugliness 


Israel has taken to bombing Arab 


guerrilla strongholds in Lebanon again, in 
reprisal for the monstrous incident in 
Maalot, and most likely the Jewish state 
will earn another United Nations censure 
for its actions. 


That the U.N. continues to condemn 


Israel for reacting out of frustration and 
grief over its persecution is unfair on its 
face, but it is only a small, ugly element of 
the overwhelming ugliness that colors the 
whole Middle East situation. 


At the Israeli city of Maalot, Palesti- 


nian guerrillas slaughtered a Jewish family 
of four — father, pregnant mother and two 
children — and killed an Arab woman 
before occupying 
a school building and 


taking 85 Jewish teenagers hostage. The 
Arabs' demand that 20 political prisoners 
be released from jail was met, but the 
terrorists failed to receive the signal and 


were about to blow up the school and all its 
occupants, including themselves, when the 
Israeli Army interceded. In the ensuing 
Shootout, more than 30 people were killed 
and of those, 20 teenagers, and most of the 
survivors were injured. 


After the Munich Massacre, the 


various airport bloodbaths and the all-but- 
forgotten and all-too-frequent bloody in- 
cidents hi Israeli cities and villages year 
after year, it is hard to say which incident 
has been the most heinous. The Maalot 
slaughter may win that disgusting distinc- 
tion. 


Zealots in the Palestinian cause have 


succeeded in grabbing the world's atten- 
tion. What should be understandable goals 
have been lost in a sea of blood, however. 
That cause now appears to be one of the 
most corrupt in history.

Klassen Playing Game 
Of Political Pattycake 


WASHINGTON - At the in- 


stigation of the White House, 
Postmaster General Ted Klassen 
held off postal rate increases 
during the 1972 campaign in 
order to avoid stirring up voter 
discontent against President 
Nixon. 


Instead, Klassen cut back on 


postal workers and caused a 
slowdown of the mails. This 
developed into a mail debacle 
after the election, with Christ- 
mas deliveries stacked up days 
behind schedule and post- 
masters all over the country 
dumping mail on each other. 


Vet when Klassen was hauled 


before the Senate Post Office 
Committee in early 1973 to 
explain the postal foul-up, he 
blamed it all on his zeal to cut 
costs. He deliberately misled the 
Senate by failing to mention the 
deal he had made with the White 
House to slash the postal force 
rather than raise postage prices. 


Klassen played political pat- 


tycake with the President's cam- 
paign aides, despite the fact that 
the Postal Service had been 
reorganized as an independent 
agency for the specific purpose 
of removing it from politics. 


In the past, the Post Office 


had often operated as a political 
arm of the President. But under 
the reorganization, it was sup- 
posed to be totally free of White 
House control, much less 
political influence. 


The story of how Klassen put 


politics ahead of postal service is 
told in a secret White House 
memo. He was summoned 
before John Ehrlichman, then 
the White House domestic chief. 
The secret meeting was .also 
attended by White House ef- 
ficiency expert Fred Malek, 
whose job was to gear govern- 
ment action to getting President 
Nixon re-elected. 


, 
Reporting on the meeting in 


an April 17, 1972, memo, Malek 
described a plan to "cut the 
summer employment program 
and put a freeze on hiring" at the 
Postal Service. This would save 


the money that otherwise would 
have necessitated a rate rise, it 
was agreed. 


"It was the combined judg- 


ment of the assembled group," 
wrote Malek, that this "course 
of action was within the range of 
political acceptability." 


He reported that "the freeze 


on hiring should result in a 
reduction by attrition of 5,000 to 
6,000 employes per month for 
the next 5-6 months." While he 
realized this "substantial 
number" would cut into ser- 
vices, he argued this "would 
seem preferable to a rate in- 
crease " 


Malek suggested another 


meeting "in about three months 
to assess progress and to deter- 
mine actions and their political 
consequences." Three months 
later, the hiring freeze had 
crippled the Postal Service, mail 
deliveries were bogging down 
and Klassen was making 
speeches about how he was cut- 
ting costs 


He didn't mention that the 


sole purpose of his economies 
was to prevent a postage stamp 
increase, which 
postal 


technicians wanted in January 
1973. Under the law, this would 
have required an announcement 
a few weeks before the 
November 1972 election. Of 
course, the price of mailing a 
first class letter has now gone up 
from eight to 10 cents. 


FOOTNOTE: Malek told us he 


"attended the (secret) meeting 
as an observer, just to learn what 
the postal plans were." A 
spokesman for Klassen told my 
associate Les Whitten "that 
Klassen had actually blocked a 
White House move to add extra 
summer workers and had 
decided on the freeze well 
before the controversial meeting 
with Ehrlichman and Malek. 
The spokesman denied Klassen's 
actions were designed to further 
the Nixon campaign.

U.S. Court Rejects Pope Appeal

bank robbery laws, and sub- 
sequently in a state court. 


The Nebraska Supreme Court 


rejected his contention that this 
was double jeopardy and thus 
outlawed under the U.S. 
Constitution. 


The U.S. Supreme Court has 


held, most recently in 1959, that 
total jurisdiction of state and 
federal courts does not violate 
the double jeopardy ban. 
Douglas dissented in the 1959 
case. 


Attorneys for Pope argued 


that the previous decisions 
should be overturned because 


the court has more recently in- 
dicated, in cases not involving 
double jeopardy, that the dis- 
tinction between federal and 
state courts has become 
meaningless. State attorneys 
said these cases should not be in- 
terpreted as rejecting the doc- 
trine of dual jurisdiction. 


Pope was convicted of the 


murder of Andreas Kjeltaard, 
Glenn Hendrickson, and Lois 
Ann Hothan and of shooting 
Franklin Kjeltaard with intent to 
kill.

He's Really A Friend Of Man

Simon is the granddaddy of 


the Great Horned owl selection 
at the Lincoln Children's Zoo. 


That particular variety of owl 


is named after its feather tufts 
which resemble horns. 


Simon was one of the favorite 


sights at the zoo last season, 
arriving there after being 
orphaned. And the zoo now has 
acquired several younger Great 
Horned owls, as well as a mated 
pair. Many owls are donated to 
the zoo each year primarily 
because they are abundant, 
many are thought to be 
orphaned since they fall out of 
their nests at a young age and 
are left on their own from time 
to time. However, it is against 
state law to keep an owl in one's 
possession. 


Owls have long been the sub- 


ject of a great deal of controver- 
sy and superstition. 


Being birds of prey and 


therefore rather fearless 
creatures, they often are con- 
sidered marauders who wouldn't 
think twice about raiding a 
farmer's chicken yard for a tasty 
dinner. And, because of this con- 
frontation with man, they are 
thought to be pests. 


However, they do man more 


good than harm. Their favorite 
meals are small mammals and 
rodents, particularly rats and 
mice, and they resort to nabbing 
a chicken or two only when food 
is scarce. But they have also 
been known to kill animals as 
large as Canadian geese, cats and 
possum. 


Great Horned owls are found 


from the Arctic Circle to the tip 
of South America, and frequent 
all habitats, although they prefer 
woodland areas adjacent to 
streams. 


"The wise old owl" is just one 


of the superstitions associated 
with owls Perhaps they have 
been burdened with that 
characteristic because, since 
they are primarily nocturnal 
(engaging in most of the activity 
during the hours of darkness; 
Great Horned owls are more ac- 
tive during dawn and dusk, 
however) they are groggy during 
the day and seem unconcerned 
about what is going on about 
them — and they usually keep 
their mouths shut 


That may be one explanation 


of that commonly accepted no- 
tion, but not all superstitions 
may be explained away. 


Owls also are blamed for the 


bringing of bad news — and even 
death.

One popular notion is that if a 


person in the home is ill, and if 
an owl has roosted nearby, that 
person will die. 


And most American Indians 


have a great fear of owls. They 
consider owls to be wandering 
spirits of the dead. And the owl's 
hoot is thought to be an omen of 
bad news. For these reasons, 
few Indians made use of the 
owl's feathers which are a 
mottled brown, (resembling tree 
bark), and which serve as 
camouflage, protecting them 
from enemies. 


Another old wives' tale is that 


the owl can twist its head com- 
pletely around. In actuality, the 
owl is capable of twisting its 
head only about 270 degrees. He 
must be able to do this because 
his eyes are fixed in his skull, so 
the neck must be flexible to 
compensate and to allow him to 
follow the movement of his prey. 


Owls have some peculiar 


nesting habits and physical 
characteristics not common in 
the animal world. 


Because their young are 


hatched at a later time (January 
or February) than those of most 
other birds, owls take over the 
abandoned nests of other 
feathered creatures. And the 
young, or fledglings, hatch at 
different times (called 
asynchronous hatching) rather 
than all being born at one time. 


In owls, as well as most other 


birds of prey, the female is 
larger, sometimes fully one- 
third, than her male mate. The 
reason for that characteristic is 
that, as the male brings food 
back to the nest for the female 
and the fledglings, she must 
overpower him to obtain the 
food. 


Females often attain two feet 


in height, have 3Vz- to 4-foot 
wing spans and often weigh 3¥z 
to 4 pounds. 


In proportion to the body size, 


the wing span of the owl is 
greater than that of any bird in 
the world. 


They also have pwerful talons, 


or claws, that produce a vice-like 
grip, and they use those talons to 
transport their prey, lifting them 
straight into the air, much like a 
helicopter.

Many Doctor's Wives 
Seek Psychiatric Help

•Detroit, May 7 — A doctor's 
wife has social status, material 
comforts and a financially 
generous husband, as a rule but 
she seeks mental help out of 
proportion to her numbers in the 
general population, the 
American Psychiatric Assn. was 
told recently. 


"Typically, the physican's wife 


who seeks help is depressed, 
angry and desperately unhap- 
py," said Dr. James E. Miles of 
the University d British Colum- 
bia, Vancouver. 


Many times'it is the physician 


•who needs the help but he sees 
nothing wrong with his behavior. 
He has "followed the rules," 
worked hard, provided amply, 
wishes the best for his wife and 
is baffled by the turn of events 


that finds him with a depressed 
and sometimes suicidal spouse. 


However, an analysis of 20 of 


such marriages finds the hus- 
band in most cases to be cold, 
distant, rigid, uncommunicative 
and undemonstrative, said 
Miles. 


The wives are usually depen- 


dent persons with a large need 
for affection. Curiously, they 
choose a physician as a husband 
because he is seen by society as 
the ultimate in caring. 


The husbands minimized the 


problem and resisted any in- 
ference that they might play 
some role in the genesis of the 
wife's illness. They try to cope 
with it by prescribing medica- 
tion or ignoring her taking drugs 
from his medical bag.

Agency 


Pursues 
Mission 


Of Love

The black and white snapshots slowly 


circled the living room full of adults ... 
Group pictures of beautiful children with 
black, brown, sometimes even blond hair, 
and brown eyes, soft brown eyes. 


These were some of the products of 


America's involvement in Vietnam — 
children awaiting adoptive placement 
through the Holt agency. 


The groundwork — including an agree- 


ment with the Vietnamese government 
and a license to receive and place 
children — has been laid Elinor Caves, a 
social work consultant for Holt Children's 
Services in Vietnam, told the group of 
parents. 


Now Holt is ready to expand both its 


direct services to Vietnamese children 
and its adoptive placement services, she 
explained, adding that the agency hopes 
to place a least 500 children out of Viet- 
nam this year. 


But even with the agreements and the 


current good working relationship 
between Holt and South Vietnamese 
government, the adoption process is slow, 
bogged down in paper work and red tape 
and sometimes hampered by the 
Vietamese' suspicions of American 
motives. 


In the Vietnamese culture there are 


only three reasons for adoption. 


—For ancestral worship, to have 


someone to worship you after you are 
dead. 


—For inheritance purposes 
—To gain a servant. 


In fact the Vietnamese language has no 


word for adoption and the Vietnamese 
often "feel Americans are buying up 
children for servants," explained Miss 
Caves, a Lincoln native. 


Two Holt centers (actually villas) in 


Vietnam, with combined space for 40 
children, currently house 85 youngsters 
between 3 and 9 years of age. While 
awaiting placement, the children follow a 
structured daily schedule which includes 
school and the study of English. 


Infants are boarded with Vietnamese 


mothers, carefully chosen and trained in 
nutrition and child development. 


"Maybe I'm prejudiced, but I think our 


children are very bright . . . and very 
beautiful," said Miss Caves, who has 
worked with Holt for two years. 


"Our children are the healthiest. You 


can pick Holt children out," from Viet- 
namese children placed privately or 
through other agencies, she said. 


Holt, with 17 years of experience in ser- 


ving Korean orphans, also has a wider 
program in Vietnam including counseling 
to unwed mothers, foster home care, 
child care training, medical services and 
developing services for physically and 
mentally handicapped youngsters. 


Children come to Holt three ways, 


Most of the children currently cared for 
by Holt were "relinquished by the 
mother," said Miss Cavs. 


The economic situation there is such 


that many people just do not have enough 
food to feed their children." 


Other children are coming from mater- 


nity homes or from orphanages. 


Though all half-American children have 


a rough time in Vietnam those children of 
black GI's have the greatest problems, 
said Miss Caves telling the story of two 
Vietnamese-black American sisters who 
were eventually adopted by a black 
American Family. 


The young sisters, 6 and 7, came from a 


family where there was enough money 
for food. However because of abuse at 
school, they preferred to walk the streets 
rather than attend school. 


Their mother, deciding that it would be 


better for her daughters to be raised in 
America, relinquished them to Holt. 


The entire family — aunts, uncles, 


grandparents — turned out to say good- 
bye to the children the day before they 
left for the United States. "It was a 
beautiful relinquishment. The family felt 
they were doing the best thing for the 
children," said Miss Caves. 


The adoption process through Holt, for 


Vietnamese children, includes the 
following steps, she explained. 


—Contact with the Holt Agency Inter- 


national Children's Fund PO Box 2880, 
Eugene, Oregon 97402. 


—A homestudy by a local license adop- 


tion agency. 


—When accepted, a couple is sent a pic- 


ture and initial history of a child. They 
accept or reject the child. 


—Paperwork for the Vietnamese adop- 


tion and for immigration. 


Without any problems or hitches, there 


is a 3V2-month paperwork period between 
acceptance of the picture and actually 
receiving the child, said Miss Caves.

In Minneapolis, private 


developers footed the biD for 
constructing the much-heralded 
Nicollete Mall and for the 
second-level pedestrian skywalk 
system. 


In St. Paul, however, federal 


urban redevelopment funds have 
paid most of the way. The 
skywalks are owned by the city, 
open 24 hours a day and are 
more interconnected than those 
in Minneapolis. 


0. D. Gay, vice president of 


the Minneapolis Downtown 
Council, said the skywalks help 
traffic flow tremendously by 
moving 50,000 to 60,000 people 
from the streets to the second- 
level bridges. 


The skywalk system, a child of 


winter's blustery weather, also 
keeps the shoppers warm and 
dry, Gay pointed out. 


And as feared by some 


merchants, the walkways have 
not ruined retailing on the first- 
floor stores. Instead, it has 
added to the value of the second- 
floor space, Gay said. 


Lincolmtes also toured 


Nicollete Mall, that serpentme- 
like roadway which curves down 
an eight-block stretch of one of 
Minneapolis' 
major 


thoroughfares. City buses and 
emergency cars are the only 
vehicles allowed to travel on the 
transitway. 


The remaining right-of-way is 


devoted to pedestrians, com- 
plete with 98 trees, fancy 
sidewalk treatments, sculp- 
tures, heated bus shelters and a 
self-service post office. 


The mall was designed by 


Barton-Aschman, who also have 
recommended 
beauty 


treatments for Lincoln's 0 
Street. Gay said the overall cost 
of the mall was $3.8 million. Of 
that amount, $2.8 million was 
assessed to benefited property 
owners under a formula devised 
by the city. 


Also eyeing similar proposals 


for Lincoln, city officials took in- 
terest in: 


— city-owned parking ramps, 


which will ring the periphery of 
Minneapolis' downtown. The 
ramps are being financed by city 
revenue bonds. 


— Minneapolis' central 


heating and cooling system, 
covering 
half a block, 


landscaped with trees and built 
by the IDS Properties to fuel its 
mammoth 
steel-and-glass 


center, plus other retailers. That 
plant runs on gas and oil 


— construction of officeways 


which span the street.

arose when the program 
operated on a trial basis for 
seven months 


The object of the program is 


for the officer specializing in 
drugs to contact users and 
their families and make them 
aware of the treatment op- 
tions available to them. The 
intention is to solve dr,ug 
abuse problems before users 
are arrested. 


The commission also ap- 


proved a grant to the State 
Department of Health for a 
manual on security measures 
pharmacies can take to stem 
drug thefts.

The Lincoln Council on 


Alcoholism & Drugs Board of 
Directors Thursday approved a 
request to negotiate an agree- 
ment to provide vocational or 
educational training, or 
rehabilitation services to 
alcoholics and drug abusers.

U.S. Urged To Drop 
All Sugar Subsidies 


NEW YORK (AP) - A top 


Nixon administration farm offi- 
cial said Thursday that Congress 
should eliminate entirely federal 
subsidies to sugar producers and 
that separate legislation is 
needed to protect field workers. 


Asst. Secretary of Agriculture 


Clayton Yeutter said U.S. sugar 
policy, reflecting legislation 
which has set quotas and sub- 
sidies for 40 years, needs to be 
modernized in view of a current 
world crunch on sugar supplies. 


"We must have a sugar policy 


that is flexible enough to move 
with the times, quick enough in 
adjusting to-change, so that the 
sugar industry can effectively 
fulfill its responsibility to the 
people of the nation over the 
years ahead," Yeutter said in a 


speech prepared for the Sugar 
Club. 


The House Agriculture Com- 


mittee approved on Tuesday a 
five-year extension of the Sugar 
Act, the law which sets up pay- 
ments to producers and quotas 
for foreign countries who sell 
raw sugar to U.S. refiners. 


Although retaining basic con- 


cepts, the House bill would re- 
duce sugar subsidies sharply, 
from about $90 million a year 
now to an estimated $27.5 mil- 
lion in 1975. 


The bill also would broaden 


federal protection for field 
workers who help produce U.S. 
sugarcane and sugarbeets. 


Yeutter said the adminis- 


tration Wants further changes, 
indicating that modifications 
will be sought when the bill goes 
to the House floor and comes up 
in the Senate. 


Worn on Loses B/d 
To Gef Baby Back 


Omaha (AP) — A judge has ruled against a young 


Omaha woman who gave up her infant son for adoption in 
March, then decided nine days later she wanted him back. 


District Judge Lawrence C. Krell said in a letter to 18-year- 


old Kimberly K. Kraft and the Child Saving Institute, where 
the child was placed for adoption March 11, that he was de- 
nying her request for the return of her 10-month-old son. 


Charles Scudder, Miss Kraft's attorney, said he did not know 


whether the decision would be appealed. 


Scudder said he did not feel Judge Krell "gave enough 


weight to her confinement." 


He was referring to the fact that Miss Kraft gave away the 


right to keep her child while a patient in St Joseph Hospital's 
psychiatric unit He said this should have voided the relin- 
quishment form signed by Miss Kraft 


Krell rejected this argument saying the girl was not "con- 


fined" to the hospital, but rather was a patient there at her 
own request 


The judge pointed out that Miss Kraft was at no time found 
to be mentally incompetent and was, in the opinion of her 
doctor, able to make "an independent judgment" 


Krell also said be thought it would be in the child's "best in- 


terest" to be placed for adoption, rather than returned to its 
natural mother.

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State Football Playoff To Dissolve Metro, Big 10 Playoffs?

Although it's far from official, 


Thursday's announcement of a Nebraska 
high school football playoff passing 
referendum may signal the end of the 
state's most traditional conference 
playoffs. 


The Metropolitan and Big 10 


Conferences - which produce the biggest 
playoff financial bonanzas — could scrap 
their season-ending playoffs to conform 
more readily to the state-wide plan, star- 
ting in 1975. 


Omaha Bryan football coach Roger 


Higgins foresees the Metro playoff, which 
attracts about 10,000 fans annually, dis- 
solving in favor of the state-wide plan. 


And Columbus football coach Jed Rood 


predicts the demise of the Big 10 
Conference playoff, which annually at- 
tracts from 3,000 to 5,000 fans. 


Both coaches, whose schools were 


among 17 from the Class A ranks voting 
against the playoff plan, nevertheless 
viewed Thursday's announcement with 
mostly positive thoughts. 


The issue just barely made it into the 


end zone after years of research anJ dis- 
cussion. The Nebraska School Activities 
Association announced that the referen- 
dum passed with only three votes to 
spare. 


Requiring 60 per cent affirmative votes 


for playoffs to become reality, the issue 
received 60 89 per cent support. Ironical- 
ly, affirmative votes from three all-girls 
schools helped swing the decision. 


Bryan's Higgins, the only prep coach in 


Nebraska history to direct both an all-star 
football and basketball team, envisioned 
immediate adjustments within his own 
conference. 


"We have two teams on our schedule 


right now (Omaha Tech and Omaha 
Ryan) that are potentially Class B," noted 
Higgins. "For playoff purposes, this can 
only hurt the Class A team playing them. 


"Some administrators," according to 


Higgins, "might even talk about an 
overall re-alignment of the Metro. It 
might be in order. 


"Personally, I would be against cutting 


the regular season schedule from nine to 
eight games for each team just to 
preserve the Metro playoff," offered 
Higgins. "In my opinion, the playoff is 
dead. But I'm sure others might dis- 
agree." 


Columbus' Rood, disappointed that the 


playoff "never was really discussed with 
me" before his school voted on it, would 
have favored 8-team districts. 


But, he added, "it's a little selfish to 


hang onto old things. People must be 
willing to make some sacrifices. Some of 
these isolation barriers which have 
existed among Class A schools will have 
to be broken now." 


Class B Auburn also faces some major 


re-adjustments in light of the playoff 
passing referendum. 


Like most schools voting against the 


plan, Auburn nevertheless will par- 
ticipate in a playoff now that it has 
passed, according to football coach 
Richard Birdsley. 


"We feel we have a rather unique 


geographical problem, being located 


down in the corner on the border," 
Birdsley said. "Because our schedule 
would have to be altered considerably, 
our administration felt it was in our best 
interest to vote against the playoff. 


"We have two area Class C schools 


(Wymore Southern and Tecumseh) on our 
schedule and also play Rockport, 
Missouri," he noted. "I see us cutting 
back to eight games." 


Such a cutback would preserve the 


Twin Rivers Conference playoff. "We'll 
likely be forced into more travel," 
Birdsley said, "but It could work out all 
right for us, too. Norris also has Wymore 
Southern on its schedule and conceivably 
could drop them to pick us up." 


Lewiston's Randy Carlson, who 


provided the major thrust for the playoff 
by packaging what he felt were the best 
features of neighboring states' playoffs, 
expressed relief after hearing that the 
plan passed referendum. 


"Originally, I didn't think there would 


be any problem," Carlson said. "But 
when the larger schools, particularly 
Hastings, voted against it, I became a lit- 
tle leery." 


NSAA executive secretary Les 


Chamberlin indicated that 335 member 
schools out of a possible 374 cast ballots 
on the referendum, necessitating 201 af- 
firmative votes for the issue to pass. 


It received 204 affirmative votes and 


one school abstained. The breakdown 
was: Class A —15 for, 17 against; Class B 
— 39 for, 21 against; Class C — 77 for, 37 
against; Class D — 70 for, 55 against. 


An individual breakdown of votes by 


schools was not made available. 
Chamberlin said the NSAA Board of Con- 


trol, which meets next Friday in Omaha, 
can vote to release each school's vote. 
But he added that it was not likely. 


Lewiston's Carlson says he can unders- 


tand some overall reluctance to endorse 
the playoff "since it does have some 
fallacies." 


But, he added, "Iowa wasn't crazy 


about it at first, either. Then, they fell in 
love with it. It's pretty hard to stay away 
from a playoff when all the states around 
you are conducting successful ones. 


"Some things will have to be changed, 


no doubt," admitted Carlson. "It'll 
probably upset soma people, especially 
those with strong traditional conference 


ties. But it's been a long time coming. It's 
fair and we needed it. We'll see how it 
works, refine it and work in some new 
wrinkles. It's going to be a money- 
maker." 


Veteran coach and formep school ad- 


ministrator Ken Kasparek of Norris ad- 
mits he's still not sold on the playoff con- 
cept in Nebraska. And he's a proven 
winner (118-37-3 career record). 


"We're a small Class B school," points 


out Kasparek. "Large Class B schools like 
Lincoln Pius X and Lexington can play a 
Class A school and they're only playing 
someone with 25 more boys. We can play 
someone almost twice our size and still be 


playing in the same class." 


Kasparek believes many state football 


coaches would have preferred different 
features in the playoff proposal, but "still 
wanted to see it pass instead of voted 
down and forgotten. There's no foolproof 
system." 


Fran Hummel, who will move from 


Valentine to Ord's head coaching job this 
fall, sees major reshuffling, especially in 
the Class B ranks "to get some Class C 
schools off their schedules." 


Roger Stafford, who coached Plainview 


to the state Class C championship last 
fall, observed: "We were lucky last fall 
Maybe someone was better. A playoff 
will eliminate the guessing."

Opperman, who is the leading sprint car driver on the 


United States Auto Club's circuit, just last week was granted a 
championship license by USAC after passing his rookie test over 
the two-and-a-half-mile Indy oval. 


Opperman, mostly a dirt-track driver, had been on only two 


asphalt tracks before getting an opportunity to test Indianapolis. 
"And they're different," he said. 


A report in The Indianapolis Star said Opperman, who also 


is the International Motor Contest Association (IMCA) sprint 
leader, had not one, but two haircuts before he got his first ride 
in the No. 51 car of Parnelli Jones and Vel Miletich. 


He also shed his regular driving uniform with its flock of 


religious patches, but retained the same sincere and confident 
personality that earned his first shot at Indianapolis, The Star 
reported. 


When Opperman, a self-acknowledged "Jesus Freak," was 


taking the second phase of his rookie tests without a pause 
following the first 10 laps, Gary Bettenhausen said, "I'll bet he 
wished he could pull in for a few minutes. His hands and arms 
have to be tired." 


"That's what he (Opperman) said after his first ride," said 


Miletich. "He told us his bands and arms felt like he'd run a 100- 
lap sprint feature." 


"It happens to all of us for the first time in those babies," 


Bettenhausen said. "You grip that wheel so tight you think 
you'll bend it because you don't want that baby to get away from 
you." 


Unfortunately, Opperman's "baby" got away Wednesday, 


but fortunately, neither driver nor car were seriously injured or 
damaged.

Hale Irwin survived 30-milean- 
hour winds and 90-degree heat 
Thursday to fire a fiveunder 65 
and move in front by three 
strokes after one round of the 
PGA's first designated tourna- 
ment — the $250.000 Colonial 
National. 


Irwin assumed the lead over a

Yearlong Home-Construction Slump Continues 


Washington (UPI) - The 


nation's battered housing in* 
dustry got some good and bad 
news Thursday — housing starts 
rose in April but permits to build 
houses in the future declined. 


The mixed picture was 


evidence that the year long 
slump in home and apartment 
construction has not yet eased. 


In its regular monthly report, 


the Census Bureau said April 
starts of privately-owned houses 
were at a seasonally adjusted an- 
nual rate of 1.63 million units, 
about 10% higher than the 
March pace. The April, 1973, 
rate was 2.1S million. 


Building permits, however, 


were off 10% to a 1.32 million 
annual rate in April, compared 
to 1.94 million a year earlier.

With interest rates at record 


highs, mortgage money tight and 
inflation adding to the cost of 
building materials and labor, 
housing has been the weakest 
part of the economy. President 
Nixon took a series of actions 
last week designed to pump 
$10.3 bilh'on in cash and credits 
into the slumping industry. 
, HUD Secretary James T. Lynn 
said the presidential moves "will 
add impetus to the housing in- 
dustry in future months." But 
the April upturn in housing 
starts should be viewed with 
caution, he added. 


The startup figure has been 


moving erratically around the 
1.5 million level for several 
months after a year long plunge 


from 2.5 million, one of the 
steepest declines in the in- 
dustry's history. 


Commerce 
Secretary' 


Frederick B. Dent said the April 
rise "in the face of high interest 
rates is encouraging although the 
up and down movement of the 
past several months is somewhat 
puzzling." 


Almost all the April increase 


occurred in the South. There was 
a small increase in home 
building in the West while New 
England and the Midwest were 
unchanged, the Census Bureau 
said. 


Starts of single-family

Stocks Lead 
Broad Retreat 


New York (AP) - Stocks of 


aluminum companies, caught up 
in a controversy with Jamaica, 
led a broad retreat in the stock 
market Thursday. 


The sharp decline wiped out 


some mild gains recorded early 
in the session and carried the 
New York Stock Exchange's 
composite index to its lowest 
close in 3Vz years. 


The NYSE index, made np of 


all the approximately 1,500 com- 
mon stocks listed on the 
exchange, dropped .35 to 47.38, 
its lowest finish since Nov. 27, 
1970. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials fell 10.72 to 835.34, 
and losers outnumbered gainers 
by 4 to 3 in a turnover of 12.09 
million shares on the Big Board. 


Pressure on the aluminum 


issues stemmed from a 
breakdown in talks between the 
companies and the government 
of Jamaica, the Caribbean Island 
nation which produces a large 
percentage of the world's 
bauxite, the principal source of 
aluminum. 


Jamaican Prime Minister 


Michael Manley indicated the 
country intended to increase 
sharply its tax and royalty take 
on bauxite mined there. 


Newton D. Zinder at E. F. 


Hutton & Co. said selling 
prompted by the news apparent- 
ly spilled over from alumninum 
companies into a wide range of 
other issues, particularly those 
drawing on other kinds of 
natural resources from foreign 
countries. 


Among the aluminum issues, 


Alcoa tumbled 5% to 45, Alcan 
Aluminum fell 3% to 29%, 
Reynolds Metals lost 1% to 20V8, 
Kaiser Aluminum dropped 2% 
to 18%, and American Metal 
Climax was down 4% at 40%. 


Other metals and oils also 


showed general declines. 


One of the market's few bright 


spots was the electric utility sec-
